STATE UWSBOUT BREAD 


Statntr* Effective September 


I. Which Will Intomt Bakers, and 
Coiuumrru of Mrvnd — That's Ev- 
erybody. 


Earl F. Johnson of Worcester, the 


county sealer ot weights and meas- 
ures, has sent to the press the follow- 
ing statement, which will be of inter- 
est alike to makers and the buyers 
and eaters of bread—the two classes 
covering practically everybody In the 
commonwealth. 
The principal provi- 


sions of the amended bread law are 
summarized as follows: 


"On September 1st. 1924. there will 


go into effect an amendment to the 
department of farms 
and 
markets 


laws known as Chapter SZ2 of the 
laws Of 1924, a new section 193-a, in 
relation to the regulation of the man- 
ufacture and sale of bread. 


"Except where otherwise provided, 


all bread manufactured for sale or of- 
fered for sale In this state shall be 
sold by weight only In 1 Ib, IVi lb., 
or multiples of the one pound. 


"When sold in the standard units 


described, whether wrapped or un- 
wrapped, it does not 
have 
to 
be 


marked. 


"Other size loaves, not of the stand-
